Paris—A, F. Kerensky and members 
of the Parisian Union for the Regen- 
eration of Russia have issued am ap- 
peal to the democracies of the world 
for prompt action, with a view to 
helping Russia out of her present 
chaotic condition. It proposes the 
organization of a mission composed 
of delegates from all the powers, and 
including representatives of organized 
labor, which will go to Russia and ex- 
plain to the-people and the different 
Russian governments the democratic 
aims they are pursuing. 

The appeal says: 

“It should be stated categorically 
that the different governments repu- 
diate the idea of any intervention 
likely to infringe upon the sovereign 
rights of Russia. 


German People Are 
Learning the Truth 


Have Been Ignorant of Acts Com- 
mitted by Armies 


Paris—The German peace delega- 
tion, through the German correspon- 
dents, seems to be trying to prepare 
their country for the acceptance of 
the treaty, A new tone is observable 
in the German press; for example the 
Liepziger Volkszcitung in explaining 
the enormous indemnity figure, says: 

“It must be remembered that great 
tracts of French territory have been 
rendered useless for many years, The 
devastated regions are twice the size 
of Saxony. Moreover, Germany took 
considerable quantities of stocks and 
bonds from the occupied territories. 
In the export warchouses stocks of 
manufactured goods were taken to 
Germany, together with the cargoes 
from the ships at Antwerp and the 
different river boats, Finally, even the 
kitchens and bedrooms of the inhabi- 
tants in the occupied territories were 
entered. There is not a place where 
a German non-commissioned officer 
armed with a requisition slip has not 
presented himself. The confiscated 
merchandise was-resold in other coun¢ 
tries with enormous profit. 

“Better still, systematic devasta- 
tions were operated in the leading in- 
dustries on a great scale, First the 
warehouses were emptied, then parts 
of the machinery were confiscated, 
and eVen the old iron were resold. 
Factories, looms, foundries, machine 
shops all fell into the hands of the 
devastation commission. It was 
thought thus to get rid of competi- 
tion for many years or during the long 
period which France and Belgium 
would need to reconstitute their in- 
dustries and restore the devastated 
lands. Germany hoped to be able 
immediately after the war to offer her 
products to the world.” 

The German people seem to have 
been kept in ignorance hitherto of the 
acts committed by the German arm- 
ies. They are just beginning to léarn 
the truth, 


German Officers to Be Tried 

London.—Frederiek William Ho- 
henzollern, the former German Crown 
Prince, will be liable to trial under 
the terms of the German peace treaty, 
it was declared by Mr. A. Bonar Law, 
the government leader in the house of 
commons.

Farm Life in Canada 


The whole world is in a state of 
unrest, and socicty is being shaken to 
Conditions are 
changing, and uncertainty exists in al- 
»most every walk of life, ‘Turmoil and 
strife are everywhere ‘in evidence 
throughout industry, our political in- 
“stitutions are undergoing the greatest 
strain yet placed upon them, in the 
world of finance there is doubt and 
anxicty, and throughout the whole so- 
cial fabric there is much questioning 
and groping as to what is best to be 
done. ; 

This discontent and unrest is, how- 
ever, much more apparent in large 
centres of population all over the 
world, in the cities and large towns, 
than it is in the rural’ comnmnitics.

He lives in constant dread 
that the present upheaval following 
the Great War will result in wide- 
spread unemployment, and that soon 
he will find himself and his family 
Feit ~-tual-want-—Ehe . almos i 
casioned by the fact that the city wor- 
ker* finds it impossible: to’ make ends 
meet and bring his family up in de- 
cency and comfort with the present 
high cost of living. He realizes that, 
to a greater extent than’ever before, 
he is not dependent on his, own ef- 
forts, but is the plaything, of forces 
“he cannot control. 
with the farmer, the city worker is a 
slave. 

So, too, the employer of labor, and 
the business and professional man in 
city and town, is harassed with count- 
less worries. The large employer ot 
labor would like to give work to all, 
and pay the wages demanded to meet 
the abnormally increased cost of liv- 
Ing, but with an uncertain financial 
outlook, and doubtful of ‘the means to 
market and sell:his products in such 
quantity as to warrant the employ- 
ment of larger numbers of men and 
the payment of higher wages, he finds 
himself in a quandary. He, too, is 
not independent. On the contrary, he 
is absolutely dependent on world 
forces beyond his control, and also 
dependent on the goodwill and loyal 
co-operation of his employees,

While no man can live unto himself 
alone, the farmer is more independent 
of his fellowmen than any other class. 
He is more dependent on his own ef- 
forts than others, andrcan regulate the 
operations of his business to suit his 
needs and circumstances better than 
can the city business man or city 
worker, 

It would be foolish to attempt to 
minimize the difficulties with which 
the farmer has to contend, or to dis- 
count the problems he has to solve, 
but the fact remains that, admitting 
and recognizing these, he is still able 
to live a happier and more independ- 
ent life than is the city toiler, He is 
to a far greater extent master of his 
own life and destinies. 

And after all, to feel independent, 
to know that the measure of your suc- 
cess in life is largely in your own 
hands, that you are your own boss, is 
one of the supreme satisfactions in 
life. The boy or youth on the farm 
who sometimes fecls that farm work 
is dtudgery, that he is leading a nar- 
row existence, and who is tempted by 
the lure of the city with its bright 
lights, its crowds, and surface gaiety, 
would do well to reflect that on the 
farm he is his own master, while in 
the city he would become someone's 
servant. On the farm he is a man; 
in the city he would be but one of the 
crowd. In tHe city the bright lights, 
the laughter, the passing amusements, 
are all on the surface, and beneath and 
back of them there is much loneliness 
and heartache and far more monotony 
and drudgery than on the farm. For 
every success in the city of which the 
world hears, there are one hundred 
failures of which no notice is taken. 

Thousands of city toilers in office, 
store and factory would gladly relin- 
quish those things whiclf constitute 
the lure of the city if they had the 
opportunity, knowledge and strength 
to engage in agricultural pursuits.

In Saskatchewan approximately forty 
thousand licenses have been issued 
already this year and applications are 
still being received. This number far 
surpasses the number issued during 
the same period of last year, and is 
partly due to the new settlers who 
are daily taking up land in the prov- 
ince and to the fact that many farm- 
ers are now providing thernselves 
with additional cars.

This Year’s Crop Acreage 


The Largest Area in History of the 
World 

The Prairie Provinces of Western 
Canada this year will have the largest 
area in crop in the history of the pro- 
vinces, according to reports received 
from the three provinces, 

The greatest increase will be in the 
province of Alberta, where consider- 
ably over nine million acres will be 
planted. The wheat acreage will be 
400,000 acres greater than last @ear’s, 
when the area sown to this crop was 
approximately 3,900,000, There will 
be nearly a million acres more of oats 
and 100,000 acres more of: barley 
sown, Rye is a crop that seems to be 
growing in popularity with the farm- 
ers of Alberta, and double the area 
of last year will be sown to this crop. 

In Saskatchewan there will be little, 
if any, increase in the area sown to 
wheat, but there will be more acres 
sown to oats than was the case last 
year. Manitoba expects to have a 
record-breaking year in the produc- 
tion of wheat, as considerable new 
land that was broken last year will be 
put into this crop, As far as can be 
at present ascertained, there will also 
be some increase of the acreage sown 
to oats and barley in this province, 

It is probably safe to say that the 
three provinces will have over 
30,000,000 acres of land sown to the 
principal grain crops — wheat, oats, 
barley and flax, Last year nearly 26,- 
700,000 acres was sown to these-crops, 
7,109,236 acres in Alberta, 15,778,000 
acres in Saskatchewan and _ 5,801,000 
acres in Manitoba. It will be seen, 
therefore, that last year’s record crop 
acreage is about to be overtaken this 
year. 


Saskatchewan’s 
Wool Output 


Steadily Increasing Each Year and 
Better Prices Prevailing 

Between 400,000 and 500,000 pounds 
of wool is expected to be handled for 
Saskatchewan farmers’ through the 
co-operative organization branch of 
the provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture this year. In 1918, somewh 
over 394,000 pounds of wool was 
handled by this branch which was an 
increase over the quantity of the pre- 
vious year. In fact, since a proper 
system of grading was introduced not 
many years ago, the wool output has 
steadily increased each year and farm- 
ers have obtained better prices every 
"season, Last year — Sask 
farmers received an average price of 
58% cents a pound for their wool, and 
it is believed that similarly high prices 
will be maintained for some years to 
come, “Any year is a good year to 
start in the sheep business in Sas- 
katchewan,” remarked W. H. J. Tis- 
dale, Professor of Animal Industry, at 
the Saskatchewan University, recent- 
ly, a remark which applies with equal 
force to all three provinces, notwith- 


standing the present high price of 
sheep. 
Farmers report an exceptionally 


good crop of lambs this season, At 
the University’ Farm at Saskatoon, 
seven pairs of twins were fqund one 
morning last weck, and another four 
pairs the following morning. Owing 
to the mild weather during the winter 
months and the excellent condition of 
the ewes, a vigorous lot of lambs are 
appearing throughout the three provy- 
inces,

Arranging for Wool Crop 


Co-operative Scheme of Marketing 
Will Again Be Undertaken 

Sheep owners of Manitobg and Sas- 
katchewan have already been notified 
by the governnients of the respective 
provinces that the co-operative 
scheme of marketing will again be un- 
dertaken this year. For the past few 
years farmers in these two provinces 
have sent their wool to a government 
centre for grading and marketing. In 
Alberta the wool is handled by wool 
growers’ associations, of which there 
are four or five in the province, The 
industry has grown enormously since 


a proper system-of grading and mar- 


keting was introduced, and it is ex- 
pected that there will again be a large 
increase in the number of growers 
participating, as well as in the quan- 
tity of wool handled in all three pro- 
vinces, 

The suitability of Western Canada 
for sheep is all that could be desired, 
and experienced sheep breeders say 
they know of no country where sheep 
are less liable to disease. 


Money in Eggs 
Seventeen carloads of eggs were 
shipped from Regina, Saskatchewan, 
during the week ending May 8. Most 
of them went to Vancouver and other 
Western Coast points, but four car- 
loads went to Montreal, The numer- 
ous shipments of eggs and butter that 
have been made from Regina, Saska- 
toon and other Saskatchewan points 
recently show that the farmers of the 
province can produce something else 
besides ‘grain, and what is more, are 
beginning to do so, They are finding 
eggs rather profitable, receiving forty- 
four and forty-five cents a dozen ata 
time when eggs are plentiful,

Handling Hogs Profitably 


How Rancher Frepares Hogs Econ- 
omically for Market 

In connection with the record price 
of $23-a hundred pounds recently paid 
on the Calgary market for hogs, it 
will be interesting to learn how one 
well-known Alberta farmer and ran- 
cher. economically prepares big hogs 
for market. 

The farmer referred to is George 
Lane, the well-known Alberta horse 
breeder, He is besides an extensive 
wheat grower atid cattle rancher, and 
also raises a large number of hogs 
every year. The breed he prefers is 
the Berkshire, and he tries to keep as 
|clogely as possible to this breed and 
type. 

Only one litter a year is raised from 
each sow: These litters are farrowed 
in the months of March, April and 
May and both sows and litters run on 
pasture during the summer months. 
Oats, barley and rye furnish the sum- 
mer pasture, Some grain is given in 
addition. Cribs are built so that the 
young pigs can have access to the| 
small self-feeders where oat chop is 
provided, but the sows are kept away. 
After weaning the pigs are given a 
strongér grain ration by,the addition 
of barley, and as they near the finish- 
ing period the ration is almost en- 
tirely barley. 

During the finishing period the pigs 
are divided into carload lots accord- 
ing to weight and condition, and fed 
from self-feeders,--All the clean water 
they can drink is supplied to them in 
troughs, and they rapidly reach the 
desired market weight by taking all 
the grain they can eat. The plan 
represents a thoroughly practical 
plan of hog raising under the carlot 
system. By these methods hogs are 
raised at a minimum expense for la-} 
bor, buildings and equipment. 

These hogs are usually sold direct 
to one of the packing companies at 
Calgary. They are ready for market 
at regular intervals, and consequently 
must be marketed very largely irres- 
pective of market conditions; but by 
having some ready at all seasons of 
the year, the chances are that a fair 
price will be obtained throughout the 
year,

Grain Facilities 


First Hospital Elevator for Head of 
Great Lakes 

The Hospital Elevator just 

pleted for the Saskatchewan Elevator 


Company at Port Arthur received its| 


first load of grain a few days ago. 
This latest addition to the terminal 
plant of the company, which is a far- 
mer’s organization, was erected at a 
cost of $600,000, and will add greatly 
to the facilities for the rapid handling 
of grain in large volume, This is the 
first elevator of its kind at the head 
of the Great Lakes, although most of 
the public terminal elevators, in ad- 
dition’to the facilities with which they 
are provided for doing the regular 
storage business, are equipped also 
with cleaning and drying machinery 
whereby which they undertake that 
treatment of off-grade grain, the pro- 
per work of the hospital elevator. 
At seasons when speed in handling 
grain is most desirable, however, the 
public terminal elevators are at some 
disadvantage in handling the work 
which properly belongs to hospital 
elevators..- This condition is due to 
delays which are unavoidable when 
handling grain requiring special treat- 
ment, and to the loss of storage space
